Formally the next moves in the 
Jarring talks should be an official 
Egyptian reply to the latest Israel 
proposals, and an Israel reply to 
the Jordanian paper, expected to be 
formulated in Jerusalem early this 
week, 


Mr. Rogers’ introduction of the 
formula “oral exchanges in private 
sessions” greatly intrigued diplo- 
matic observers here. It was, on one 
level, a concrete expression of the 
U.S. view that sufficient progress 
has already been achieved to permit 
the talks to continue unhampered 
by outaide intervention or military 
threat. 

Beyond that, however, it was also 
construed as a hint that Dr. Jar- 
ring assume more initiative in 
moving the talks forward.

While admitting that the Middle 
East is “unpredictable,” U.S. diplo- 
mats have tended all along to dia- 
miss the seriousness of Bgypt's 
ceage-fire threata. And U.8. drmness 
on the necesalty and posalbility of 
fruitful negotiation iteelf contributes 
to keeping Cairo on courae. 
Moreover, it is belleved that the 
Jarring exchanges, despite Egyptian 
efforts, have proceeded in such a 
way that both Moacow and Cairo 
understand that any attempt on 
their part to scuttle them now would 
encounter wide political disapproval.

AZA Road, leading into the 
centre of Jerusalem, at 8 o'clock 
in the morning is a sight to be- 
hold. A thin, long lime of cars, 
buses, taxis, and other vehicles 
stretches out on the right side of 
the road from one end of the street 
to the other, Traffic is dense even 
without the aid of an occasionally 
Parked automobile, and drivers and 
passengers alike fume with frustra- 
(ion, This rush-hour scene is re- 
peated throughout the major metro- 
politan areas of the country, morn- 
ing and night and oftimes daring 
the day as well, and is one of the 
most evident changes in the cities 
since my last visit here some four 
years azo. 
Explanations for the traffic jams 
are easily found. A combination of 


atructural faults in urban develop-, 


ment and a marked rise in vehi- 
cular traffic share the responsibility, 
‘With few exceptions cities are not 
designed consciously, but grow with 
their own inevitability. Urban sprawl, 
not plan, is the rule. Moreover, when 
municipal authorities promulgated 
building and zoning codes, the auto- 
mobile counted little, if at all, as 
a means of transportation, and their 
thoughts were hardly concerned 
with speeding the flow of the horse- 
leas carriage through the city, Thus, 
whlie Tel Aviv's Rehov Allenby or 
Jerusalem's Jaffa Road might have 
been adequate a generation ago, 
they are far from adequate today. 

At the same time that the nar- 
row streets constrain the flow of 
traffic, its volume has risen pheno- 
menally. In the decade since 1960 
the number of private automobiles 
thas grown more than five-fold. Since 
few cars appear to be parked on 
residential streets during the day, 
the obvious conclusion is that they 
find their way into the city centres 
to the up traffic there. . 


Future grim 


Yet, in all probability, the present 
will be thought of in fond remem- 
brance when compared to the agony 
of the future. Metropolitan area 
road systems are unlikely to be 
modified in any drastic manner. 
Widening certain city streets is a 
costly and, as will become evident, 
undesirable expedient. Vehicular traf- 
fic, on the other hand, can be ex- 
pected to rise sharply. Estimates 
by United States economists suggest 
that for every one per cent increase 
in’ consumer income, passenger car 
ownership expands by 1-4 per cent; 
studies by Bank of Israel economists 
confirm these estimates for Israel. 
During the years 1960-1969, the rate 
of growth of passenger automobiles 
for every one per cent growth In 
real income was 2.5 per cent. A 
magdest estimate of real income 
growth of 6 per cent annually, when 
combined with the perspective in- 
crease-in car ownership, leads to a

What can the citles do to edse 
their pfight? A number of sugges- 
tions come to . mind, prominent 
among which are proposals to expe- 
dite private car flows. For example, 
more extenaive use of One-way rout- 
ing, staggered lighting systems, pro- 
hibitions agatnst turns, or res- 
trictiong against leading and un- 
loading during certain hours would 
enable the present volume of traf- 
fic to flow more rapidly through 
the existing conduits.

STATE CAN'T HOLD ‘HOSTAGES’ 


The Supreme Court allowed an 
appeal against a judgment of the 
Tel Aviv District Court delivered 
on November 4, 1970. 


The appellant and first respon- 
dent were married in Beirut in 
1960 and went to live in Teheran. 
After two years of marriage, the 
respondent left Teheran and went 
back to her family in Beirut, from 
where she sued her husband for 
maintenance for herself and their 


two children. She was given an ex | 


parte maintenance order by the 
Beirut Rabbinical court, but never 
received any maintenance from her 
husband. 

When the respondent and her 
children immigrated to Israel in 
1970, the appellant was here 
on a visit. The respondent imme- 
diately brought a claim for main- 
tenance for herself and her child- 
ren against him in the Tel Aviv 
District Court, at the same {πιὰ 
asking for an order preventing him 
from leaving the country on the 
grounds that she believed he was 
about to do so permanently, taking 
his assets with him. Her applica- 
tion was granted ex parte by the 
Registrar of the District Court. The 
eppellant applied-to the District 
Court to have the order set aside 
land that court agreed to do so on 
condition that he deposit TL50,000 
with the court and produce a gua- 
rantee for a further sum. 

The appellant thereupon appealed 
to the Supreme Court.

Priorities. Both from the point of 
view of economies of transport and 
of. public health, muni{cipalities 
ought to encourage more extensive 
use of mass transportation while 
restraining the growth of private 
vehicular traffic. It is well known 
that the cost per passenger mile is 
cheaper on mass.transport, and it 
has become increasingly evident in 
these last few years that the nox- 
fous fumes that pollute the environ- 
ment are directly related to the 
number of vehicles that roam the 
streets. Thus, a proper solution in- 
volves proposals for increasing pub- 
lic use of buses and sherut taxis at 
the expense of private cars. 


Car tax 


An interesting proposal along 
these lines Is a tax-subsidy plan, 
which, in essence, would tax auto- 
mobile users with thé tax revenues 
paid out as subsidies to public 
conveyors. However, the technica] 
details make this suggestion a 
rather difficult one to implement. 
Moreover, the tax burden on the 
public is already heavy, and one is 
reluctant to suggest additional bur- 
dens unless no feasible alternatives 
present themselves. 


Tnstead, I suggest two alternative 
proposals. 'Both are similar in that 
they are predicated on the need 
to make private transportation more 
uncomfortable, while increasing the 
speed and efficiency of public 


transportation, Suggestion number 
one: Reserve the right lane on 
each major congested thorough- 
fare for buses and sherut taxis 
only: all passenger cars other than 
those about to make a right turn 
would be banned. Increasing con- 
gestion in the remaining lanes would 
drive home the idea that it is to 
the immediate benefit of automobile 
drivers to leave their cars at home. 
At the same tinte, public transpor- 
tation would travel in relatively 
clear lanes. - 


Suggestion number two: ban all 
private passenger cars from cer- 
tain sectlons of the city. Only pub- 
lic conveyances and emergency 
vehicles would be permitted in these 
areas. The drastic nature of this 
plan should be mitigated by the 
additional provision that only during 
certain hours of the day would ft 
be imposed. A study of traffic 
flows would determine the hours 
during which these restrictions 
would be put into effect. 


There is still time to think about ᾿ 


the proper measures to take in or- 
der to alleviate future traffic con- 
gestion. But the cities are fast 
approaching the polnt ᾿ where 
thought must give way to action.

Justice Sussman, who delivered 

the judgment of the Supreme Court,

down that no order shall be given 
ex unless the court be satis- 
fled that the delay caused by or- 
dinary proceedings might cause ifr- 
reparable or serious harm to the 
person seeking the order. The Sup- 
reme Court has in the past, he 
noted, warned against the difficul- 
tles likely to arise from failure to 
observe this rule meticulously (see 
C.A. 128/69, 2 P.D. 23/225); and 
has also criticised the Hberality with 
which the lower courts give orders 
restraining persons from leaving the 
country. 

A judge or registrar, he conti- 
nued, should give an ex parte order 
of restraint only when the cir- 
cumstances indubitably warrant 
this, and must, according to rule 
254 (b) record his reasons for dolag 
so, as this would both obviate the 
giving of restraining orders as a 
matter of routine and would also

There was a time, long, long 
ago, I knew every South 
African Jew of the slightest Impor- 


tance in communal life, but the 
faces of the Israel United Appeal- 
Keren Hayesod Group at present in 


the mames ring bells in my memory. 
Mr. Ivan Greenstein, one of the two 
leaders of the group, explains how 
this happens — I am _ no doubt 
of his father, Max Green- 
stein, ἃ doughty collector in my 
day. Ivan himself, a third genera- 
tion South African on his mother’s 
side and 8. graduate.of Rhodes Uni- 
versity. bag entered his father’s 
wholesale -business and continues 
his tradition of communal service, be- 
ing Vice-Chairman of the Board of 
Jewish Education, as well as an 
1.4. stalwart. The other leader of 
the group, Fritz Frank, is one of 
the 6,000 Genman Jews who joined 
the 110,000 “Litvaks" in the mid- 
"thirties and describes himself as “a 
Mere donor.” 
BASICALLY PRO-ISRAEL 

The community, they tell me, al- 
though coming under “tremendous 
pressure” from imi forces, 
is basically as loyal to Israel and 
Zionism as it ever was. “The pro- 
portion of Jews participating in our 
LUA. campaigns is higher than 
that of any other courttry in the 
world,” says Ivan. “Eighty-five per 
cent of the community are donors. 
What is more, lower-income and 
middle-income people give far more 
than similar groups elsewhere. But 
we don't do nearly as well as the 
Americans and the English ao 
among the very rich — we don’t 
get the terrifie donations that these 
countries do.” 

"This may be due to the fact that 
South African donations are not 
exempt from income tax in any 
way; donors have to give out of net 
income after taxation, or even out 
of capital when an @ eam- 

is under way, and the very 
Tich are rather averse to this kind 
of giving. Also, some of the richest 
Jews came from England or Ger- 
‘many generations ago. : 

Since the State of Israel took 
Strain off Jewish communities all 
over the world by absorbing Jews _ 


AFRICA 


under pressure, says Ivan, the South 
African community has been an age- 
ing one. The numbers are going 
down steadily, partly as a result of 
emigration to America, England, 
Australia and Israel, even more be- 
cause of intermarriage and assimi- 
lation.. Most of the Jews lve in the 
usual “golden ghettos” in the large 
cities — country communities are 
disappearing. The intermarried and 
the culturally assimilated occupy 
social niches either in these ghet- 
tog or outside them. South Africa 
is sport-mad, and the Jews, largely 
as 8 result of social ostracism aad 
secret quotas against them, es- 
tablished their own Jewish sports 
clubs, which have been so success- 
ful that the gentiles want to join 
them. - . 

“Our only hope is Jewish educa- 
tion,” maintains Ivan. "We have day 
sehools in Johannesburg, Cape Town, 
Durban, Port Elizabeth, Pretoria and 
Benoni, in which we teach about 
one-third of the Jewish children in 
the community. Parents have to pay 
for Jewish education, which is ex- 
pensive, yet we have a waiting list 
in Johannesburg of over 200. We 
just haven't got the funds or the 
facilities to take them, so they have 
te go to the ordinary schools, which 
of course are free. We have one 
boarding-school In Johannesburg, for 
the chfidren of the diminishing com- 
munities in the country areas — 
with official room for 75 children, 
we have taken 117."

Allon rebuts

soldiers’ studies 


TEL AVIV. — Hducation Minister 
Yigal Allon hes vehemently denied 
reports that 7,000 discharged sol- 
diers were turned away from col- 
leges this year. 

“There ia no basis for this gross- 
ly exaggerated figure,” “he sald in 
an interview over Galei Zahal Fri- 
day night. The total number of 


“matriculants in any given year is 


only 10,000 to 12,000, he pointed 
out, 

However, the Minister admitted, 
there is no doubt that “many” sol- 
diers who applied were not ad- 
mitted to institutions of higher 
learning. He relterated that the 
Ministry had commissioned a sur- 
vey — to be completed by 1972 — 
which would yield precise data con- 
cerning the number of students 
accepted and rejected in the facul- 
tles of the various colleges every 
year. 

He repeated the statement he 
made in the Knesset last yeek that 
soldiers would be given preference 
in college admission — and com- 
bat soldiers top preference.
